Tho question is often silently asked, 


though 
perhaps never 
audibly pro- 


pounded: 
"What aro our departed 


Christian friends doing now?" 
The 


question is more easily answered than 
you might perhaps suppose. 
Though 


there has come no recent intelligence 
from the heavenly city, and we seem de- 
pendent upon the story of eighteen cen- 
turies u^'O, still I think we may from 
strongest inference, decide what are the 
present occupations of our transferred 
kinsfolk. 


After God hits made u nature he never 


eradicates tho chief characteristics of its 
temperament. You never knew a man 
phlegmatic in temperament to become. 
s;;n;;nino in temperament 
You never 


kt:ew u man sanguine iu temperament to 
I.eeonie phlegmatic in temperament. Con- 
version plants new principles in the soul, 
hut Paul and John aro just as different 
from end', other after conversion as they 
were different from each other before 
conversion. If conversion does not eradi- 
c;ilc the pron-.inenl characteristics of the 
temperament neither will death eradicate 
them. 
You have, then, only by a sum in sub- 


traction and a sum in addition to decide 
what are the employments of your do- 
parted friends in the better world. You 
are to subtract from them all earthly 
grossnoss' and add all earthly goodness, 
"iitu! then you ore to come to tho conc'.u- 
pion that they are doing now in heaven 
what in their best moments they did on 
earth. Tho reason that so many people 
never start for'heaven is because they 
could not stand it if they gof there if it 
should turn out to be tho rigid and formal 
place some people photograph it.. 


\\"o like to come to church, but we 


would not want to stay here to next 
Christmas. 
"We like to hear tho hallelu- 


jah chorus, but we would not want to 
hear it all tho time for fifty centuries. It 
uiiirht ba on ?omo great occasion it would 
Impossibly comfortable to wear a crown 
(\f gold weighing several pounds, but ii. 
would Ix) an alllictioa to wear such s. 
crown forever. In other words, wo ruu 
tho deseiiptions of heaven into the ground 
while we make that which was intended 
as especial and celohrative to 1» tho ex- 
clusive employment of the heaven. 
You 


miclit as well, if asked to describe tho 
habits of American society, describe a 
Decoration day, or a Fourth of July, or 
an autumnal Thanksgiving as though it 
were all the time that way. 


I am not going to speculate in regard 


to the Miiro world, but I must by inevit- 
able laws of inference and deduction and 
common srf-nse conclude that in heaven 
we will lie just as diti'crent from each 
oilier as we arci now diil'erent, and hence 
linn there will he at k-ast as many differ- 
on t employments in the celestial world us 
thtiv ure employmeiits.here.. Christ is to 


bo fho great love, mo great Joy, the'great 
rapture, tho groat worship o£ heaven; 
but will that abolish employment? No 
rxiorc than loves on earth—paternal, filial, 
fraternal, conjugal love, abolish eartbly 
occupation. 


In tbe first place, I remark that all . 


those of our. departed Christian friends' 
who on earth found great joy in the fine 


i-ts are now indulging their tastes in the 
une direction. 
On earth they had their 


gladdest pleasures amid pictures and 
statuary, and in the study of the laws of 
light and shade and perspective.

liecausc the painter drops his easel and 
tho sculptor his chisel and tho engraver 
his knife that therefore that taste, which 
ho was enlarging and intensifying for 
forty or fifty years, is entirely obliterated:' 
These artists, or these friends ot ait, on 
earth worked in coarser material and 
with imperfect brain and frail hand. 
Now they have carried tlicir art into 
larger liberties and into wider circumfer- 
ence. They aro at their old business yet, 
but without tho fatigues, without the 
limitations, without tho hindrances of tho 
terrestrial studio. 


Raphael could now improve upon his 


masterpiece of "Michael tho Archangel" 
now that ho has seen him, and could im- 
prove upon Ilia masterpiece of tho "Holy 
Family" now that he has visited them. 
Michael Angela could better present the 
"Last Judgment" after ho has seen its 
flash ar.d heard tho rumbling battering 
nuns of itd thunder. Exquisite colors 
hero, graceful linefl hero, powerful cliia- 
roscuro here: but I am persuaded thai 
the grander studios and tho brighter gal- 
leries are higher up by the winding 
ifijirblo stairs of the sepulchre, and that 
Turner and Holman, Hunt and Eem- 
lirandt. and Titian and Paul Veronese, if 
they exercised saving faith in tho Christ 
whom they portrayed upon the canvas, 
aro painters yet, but their strength ot' 
faculty mullipled ten thousand fold. Thi« 
reason that God took away their eye and 
their hand rind their brain was that he 
might give them, something more limber, 
more wieldy. more skillful, more rnul- 
tiplitant. 


Do not, therefore, be melancholy among 


(ho tapestries and the brie a brae, and the 
'embroideries and the water colors, and 
thw works of art which your departed 
friends used to admire. Do not say: 


••I am sony they had to leave all these 


things.'' Rather say: "lam glad they 
h.avo gone up to higher artistic oppor- 
tunity and appreciation." Our friends 
wiio found.so much joy in the fine arts 
on .earth are now luxuriating in Louvers 
and LuxembourgB celestial. 


I remark again, that all our departed 


Christian friends who in this world were 
passionately fond of music aro still re- 
galing that taste in the world celestial. 
The ]3ible says so much about the music 
of heaven that it cannot all be figurative. 
The Bible over and over again speaks of 
the songs oC heaven. If heaven had no 
songs of its own a vast numl>t>r of those 
of oavth would have been taken up by the 
earthly emigrants. 
Surely the Christian 


at death does not lose his memory. Then 
there must bo millions of BOU!S in heaven 
who know "Coronation," and "Antioch," 
and "Mount Pisgah," and "Old Hun- 
dred."

hoar? If it can bear, then it can hear 
music. 
Do not, therofore, let it IK in 


your household, when some member 
leaves for heaven, as it is in some house- 
holds, that you close tho piano and un- 
string tho harp for two years, because tho 
lingers that used to play on thorn aro 
still. 
You must remember that they 


have better instruments of music where 
thej- are. 


You ask me: "Do they have real harps 


and real trumpets and real organs?" I 
do .not know. Some wiseacres say posi- 
tively there are no such things in heaven. 
I do'not know; but I should not be sur- 
prised if the God who made all tho moun- 
tains, and all the hills, and all the forests, 
and all tho metals of the earth, and all 
the growths of the universe—I should not 
bo surprised if ho could, if he had a 
mind to, make a few harps and trumpets 
and organs.
